He then pointed out the way in

■\V;th"'jl rp;in'', til"; mritrois work 
the same, the lecturer pointed out, 
but the ruddi-r and elevator must be 
used more roughly. If the aileron con- 
trol I» loose, tbc plane hîia lost lly- 
Inp speed nnd the nose must be point- 
ed down.

The speaker cmplia.'.lzjij the nocea- 
!-ity of always he.'iding for ii p.trtlcu- 
lar point on the horizon. It the nose 
slews around, little rudder Is put on. 
The ailerons prevent skid and the rud- 
der prevents aileron drag. Th : begin- 
ner will slide around consMernbly, but 
soon "gels the feel'* of tho niiiclilne 
nnd Is able (o aivttr a straight course. 

If the plane stalls the nosi will drop, 
and Mr. 'I'rlni ••uipbaslzed llie Iniport- 
ano. 'jf ijutiliifî iii<! slick fnrwiinl In 
(Continued ./n page three.)

"With tho Introduction of tho C.8-3 
syftem Into tho elementary and sec- 
ondary schools of China in 1024, a 
great forward step lu public education 
In that country wa» taken; and now 
Chinese schools from tho kindergarten 
through tho university ar« of the mod. 
em type." declared 1. Huang, r gradu- 
ate of Tiing llua College and former 
.secretary of tho Stanford Chinese Club, 
who is doing graduate work In psy- 
chology at Sta.iford. 

"The 6-3-3 system as being carried 
out in the Chinese .school.'s,' ho con- 
tinued. "Is much similar to the plan 
adopted In the American schools a 
number of yeara ago. The first six 
years in tho Chinese system corrci.

American grammar schools; tho next 
throe parallel the threo years of .stuily 
In Iho American junior high schools;
